SHOP AND FARM. 


ACRES OF MACHINERY AND MILES 
GF AGRICULTURAL PRO- 
DUCTS. 


A Hasty Look Throught Machinery 
and Agricultural Hall—tfhe 
Newspaper Building. 


PHILADELPHIA, June 16, 1876. 

I came here believing that machinery 
hall would have few attractions for me, 
on account of a want of knowledge; but 
but I was greatly mistaken. It has at- 
tractions for all, forthe man void of in- 
genuity as well as for the man whose 
head is full of inventions. All pre- 
conceived notions gathered from state 
fairs and the like are badly wrecked in 
the great hall devoted to machinery. It 
is the second largest building on the 
ground, coverixg with its annexes 
about fifteen acres. Like its nearest 
neighbor, the main building, it is a par. 
allelogram, being 1402 long and about 
400 feet wide. It is a plainer structure, 
both inside and outside, than its were 
pretentious neighbor, ‘ut it is fully as 
well adapted to.the purposes of exhibi- 
tion. It hasan 
IMMENSE FLOOR C4 PACITY. 


What a sight that great floor is! 
Eight lines of shafting traverse it, and 
every one ofthese lines communicates 
from 120 to 240 revolutions a minute to 
the machines that literally seem beyond 
enumeration—fifteen compact crowded 
acres of them. It is a moving sight, es- 
pecially about three o’clock, when 
every one of them is doing its utmost. 
[In this building people gather about 
the machine that makes the loudest or 
most peculiar noise for the moment, 
just as in the larger building the jewel- 
ry cases and the like are beseiged by 
the ladies. No matter where you are 
in the building, a horrible infernal clat- 
ter is liable to suddenly tear the air, 
but then the people silently but quick- 
ly mass themselves about it to the 
point of suffocation, if the noise-pro- 
ducer were capable of it. 

THE CORLISS ENGINE, 

which is the immediate cause of all this 
hubbub stands right in the center of 
the building,—stands right up forty 
feet above the platform, a miracle of 
strength and even of beauty, alcshough 
itis very plain. Its forty-four inch 
cylinders, with their irresistible 
stroke of ten feet have the 
combined pewer of fourteen hundred 
horses, all of which is needed. Twenty 
tubular boilers in an adjoining build- 
ing furnish the requisite amount of ra- 
rified water. 

This mighty engine is owned by the 
distinguished manufacturer of Rhode 
Island, who constructed and erected it 
entirely at hisown expense. it cost 
$200,000, without adding several thou- 
sand more for the expenses of removal 
and erection. Itdid not cost the com- 
mission a cent; and Mr. Corliss quietly 
remarked the other day that,if the 
commissioners heel the Philadelphia 
clamor which demands the opening of 
the buildings on Sunday,his engine 
should not make a revolution. They 
know he means what he says. 

FIFTEEN NATIONS, 


besides the United States, are repre- 
sented in this building, but as our own 
show far exceeds all the rest we need 
not look at the exhibits in separate 
parts. Theold worid distances us in 
artistic industries, but in 
labor-saving machines we have 
surely distanced them. We 
lacked the requisite amount cf labor 
for the work that we had to do and 
hence the machines that teaped from 
the basy mind to fill the void. 


MACHINES IN FULL OPERATION, 


This is a» prominent feature of the 
building. The machines are not only 
here, but they are showing what they 
can do. They are making bricks, paper 
collars, envelopes, weaving carpets, 
ginghams, corgets, sticking pins, print- 
ing wall paper, casting type, knitting 
stockings—I may as well stop here, for 
the list, ike Tennyson’s brook, would 
go On forever. All the leading indus- 
tries of the sixteen countrie:» are in full 
tide of operation. It is a busy specta- 
cle. Take forexample the matter o1 
silk. Inthe Brazilian section a lady 
can see the living worm: in all their 
stages of growth feeding on the mul- 
berry leaves ; she can see the cocoons 
before they are “gathered ;” she can 
see a skiilful girl starting in not water 
the minute threads that constitute the 
curious shell, and putting nearly a 
dozen of them together to form a 
thread ; she can follow the 
thread until it reaches the 
Jacquard looms in the _ British 
section, where she can see it woven 
into brilliant figured dress silks or 
scarfs or ties. It may not be the iden- 
tical thread, although alli the processes 
can be seen. And then she may pur- 
chase the very goods she bas seen 
made. So it is with rubber shoes, sus- 
penders, candy and a thousand other 
articles. Besides the moving machines 
there are a host of silent products, such 
as locomotives, steamboats, Krupp’s 
great rifled guns pointed directly atthe 
French section; life boats, armour 
plates, sugar mills, hydraulic presses, 
road engines, turbines, steam ham- 
mers, and a host of smaller and lighter 
articles, a lst of which would filla 


THE MINING AND WRECZING PUMPS 


in the hydraulic annex, attract a 
great deal of attention. The amount 
of water they lift and discharge is as- 
tonishing. The two great rotary yumps 
at the end of the huge tank lift a sheet 
of water thirty-six feet wide, with over 
a depth of four inches, to the height 
of thirty-three feet. It pours over a 
miniature Niagara Falls. 

Unlike our display in the main buil- 
ding tne American portion, which in- 
cludes three-fourths of the whole, is by 
far the most interesting and any man 
who has a passion for achinery can 
surely gratify itin the whirling, buzzing, 
ogame TRS that fills our part of 
the great hall. 

AGRICULTURAL HALL 


is the next building in size. It is the 
remotest in distance, the latest in con- 
struction, and the homeliest in appear- 
ance of all the chief exhibition build- 
ings. The exterior is very unprepos- 
sessing, being thinly covered with a 
sickly green paint, while the inside is 
light, airy and pleasant. it consists of 
a naye crossed by three transepts, the 
whole forming a building that covers 
ten acres. The farm, its products and, 
machines, are here fully shown, includ- 
ing other cognate subjects. 
chards, gardens and fisheries, especial- 
iy of other nations,are am ply illustrated 
About one-third of the great floor-is oc- 
cupied by foreign nations. The display 
of rose, mahogany, ebony and other

structive. The Austrians, Germans, 
Dutch and English, all help to fill this 
building. 

Canada and the States “loom” of 
course in machinery for the farm. 
There are acres of mowers, reapers, 
plows, harrows, rollers, drills, corn 
planters, potatoe diggers scythes, sick- 
les, horse powers, hay loaders, steam 
plows, flour mills, etc. Some are finish- 
ed as bighly as parlor ornaments. One 
‘set of plows from Indiana appear in 
gold-plating at a cost of $1,000 each; 
and some of the mowing machines 
would not look well at work; but in 
the main the exhibits are samples cf 
the customary products. There is 
none of this inappropriate finery in the 
French and British sections. 


THE COTTON SHOW 


is small—astonishingly so when it is 
remembered thatit is our chief article 
of export, the basis of our commerce. 
There are not over twenty bales of 
American cotton in the. building. The 
display of Claghorn, Herring & Co., of 
Philadelphia contains a bale ot every 
kind of cotton grown in the world. A 
model of a cotton press invented by 
Mr. W. H. Smith of Augusta seen in 
the center surrounded by a semi-circle 
of cotton, from the little Indian bags 
to the great fresh bales of American 
upland. The premium bales of the 

emphis and St. Louis cotton exchan- 
ges are decked out in blue silk, brass 
ties and gilt letter'n , the first named 
being enclosed in « }.andsome walnut 
case. No Georgia bale met ee | eyes. 
Of foreign cottons Egypt and Brazil 
alone have samples on exhibition. Al- 
together the cotton exhibit is small 
and unsatisfactory. 

Fruits are shown in their season. 
When I first came the Bermudas had a 
fine show of vegetables on exhibition, 
and later the gardeners near 
Philadelphia brought in _ boxes 
of mammoth strawberries. In 
the fall this feature of agricultural hall 
will dou!)tless become more interesting. 
At all times there is enough to interest 
any man who understands farming or 
wishes to learn. 

The two great hails that I have im- 
perfectly described, represent our ag- 
ricultural and mechanical triumphs, 
and in them the bosom of the Ameri- 
can citizen must swell with pride, if itis 
to swell at all in the comparison of 
countries. We are excelled by the 
older lands in nearly all that is artistic. 
and are compelled to point to practical 
achievments as a recompense. But if 
we cannot in the two halis suar aloft on 
the back of the American eagle, we wil! 
be sure to confess that we have had

THE NEWSPAPER BUILDING, 


is midway between 
halls, on the bank

For this convemence_ the public 
are indebted to Messrs. G. P. Rowell & 
Uo., who planned and executed the en- 
terprise. In it over eight thousand 
papers are cnt received, and sys- 
Lemuticaily filed away in boxes. At- 
tendants are ever ready to procure any 
paper that one may wish. The build- 
ing is open to all comers, who are invi- 
ted by prominent signs to dropin and 
see their home papers. Georgians wil! 
find fully a hundred of their home pa- 
pers on file, including of course, the 
CONSTITUTION. The familar sheets 
greet one in this quiet building like the 
face of an old friend, and you will be 
sure to tarry within the plashing sound 
of the great fountain, until you have 
exhausted the latest news and gossip 
from home. A good local paperis a 
letter to a man away from home; and if 
any uf your contemporaries weary in 
the gatheringand presenting of local 
news, let them come up here to appre- 
ciate the value and desirability of their 
work. The gathering and presenta- 
tion of news is the journalists’ chief 
mission, to which argument and 
theory are and properly should be sub- 
ordinated. When aman takes upa 
paper from home he looks, not for the 
platitudes of the editor, but for the 
news of the day or week.

CROOK’S BATTLE. 


Full History of the Recent Indian En 
gagement. 
Telegram to the Constitution. 


New York, June 24,—A dispatch 
dated at Gen. Crook’s cainp, Goose 
Creek, June 19th, gives the following 
particulars of the tight between the 
Sioux, numbering 2,500, under Sitting! 
Buli, and Crook’s command of 1,300' 
mounted soldiers and 250 Snakes 
and Crows marched as_ Siouxs, 
mers: with government arms, led 

y cuiefs Louisiente, Cosgrove, Old 
Crow, Medicine Crow, and Good Heart. 
Captain Henry was horribly wounded 
inthe head. At one o’clock the firin 
had ceased, and the whole comman 
was following in pursuit of the Sioux, 
but after moving three miles forward, 
the country appeared so dangerous 
tbat Gen. Crook determined to fall 
back to the point where the battle be- 
gun. In the meanwhile the Crows are 
counseling on the bluff about the cir- 
cumstance of the flight, aud expressing 
the belief that the soldiers had not 
promptly supported their first advance 
against the Sioux, which was true, and 
had determined to return home for 
ammunition, haying only one hundred 
rounds to the man, half of which was 
exhausted, and General Crook conclu— 
ded to return to camp and make 
another advance, after giving rest to 
his troops, meanwhile hoping to con: 
ciliate the discontented crowds. In 
this he did not succeed. They left last 
evening for their villages, which 
they fear the Sioux have visited 
during their absence. smokes still re- 
main, but steadfastness cannot be re- 
lied on, 

Some of the minor incidents of the 
fight are most horrible. A small squad 
of cavalrymen, acting as rear guard on 
the march, were ordered to hold a point 
on the left. The Sioux surrounded 
them and shot themin the face, only 
two escaping. Private Richard Ben- 
nett’s body was Psembowelled by. the 
savages, and his hands and feet were 
cut off. The troops behayed gallantly 
in burying their dead and 
wounded. The corporal of company T, 
cavalry, made a gallant charge to 
rescue of his ceeds fro the scalpin 
knife. The Sioux on ly in 
scalp, while the triendly Indians cap- 
tured fifteen of the Sioux, whod 
many of their dead from the field” 
hind their ponies. The Sioux 
were too much demoralized 
to trouble the command while ‘with- 
drawing. A bivouac was made the 
the signal after the battle on the field. 
It is supposed that a village of the 
Sioux was moved during the fight. A

The indications at Cincinnati and else- 
where proved conclusively to my mind 
that Blaine would have polled a bigger 


jvote than any man the republicans 


couldhave putup. Mulligan’s testimo- 
ny and the Bluine-Fish letters, do not 
appear to have hurt theSgentleman from 
Muinein the least. Onthe contrar 

they evidently strengthened him with 
all save the little band of reformers 
who led the democracy into nomi- 
nating Gree!ey,and were shown in that 
campaign to lack both votes and influ- 
ence.Such is the effect produced by the 
personal magnetism ofthe man whose 
splendid exhibitiong of ‘‘cheek” have 
compelled a certain admiration even 
from his opponents. His Anderson- 
ville speech wonfor him the support 
of the ex-mii:itary element. which is of 
course alarge and alsuv an active 
one. The ex-soldier is the standard of 
the Blainesupporters. T.uey are very 
lukewarm toward Mr. Hayes, although 
he served creditably in the army, while 
Mr. Blaine did not serve at all, either 
in person or by substitute. It would 
be difficult to explain this  ap- 
parent inconsistency I fancy but 
the fact*is undeniable. Saidone of 
these men to me: “I shall go home 
and vote for Haves, of course, but that 
will be all. If Blaine had been nomi- 
nated Ishould have gone into the cam- 
paign in earnest.” And this is the 
fveling of many with whom I have 
talked. 

IS IT A STRONG TICKET ? 


But lestarted out by saying that when 
the nominations were first announced 
I expressed the opinioa that the tick- 
et wasastrongone_ ([ still adhere to 
that opinion, though it does not seem 
to be shared by the republicans to any 
extent. It is certainly a ticket where 
qualities are rather negative than posi- 
tive. Neither Hayes or Wheeler are 
ovjectionable toany of the factions 
within the republican party. They 
will receive the unanimous support of 
that party, though they are not likely 
to evoke much enthusiasm. They are 
men of bigh character, untainted by 
even a suspicion of jobbery, and that 
ought to be af lement of strength,though 
the popular devotion to Blaine would 
indicate that it is not Blaine’s abilities 
caused his corruption to be lost sight of, 
as Hayes’ want of them throws his in- 
tegrity into eclipse. The dissatisfied 
repub'icans say that Hayes is unknowr 
outside of his ovn state and that he 
will not run in the east, though Wheel- 
er will give some strength to the ticket 
in New York. -But Lincoln when nom- 
inated was an unknown man, so itis 
not safe to make predictions of success 
or defeat on that score.

The action of the St. Louis conven- 
tion will go far toward deciding who is 
to be the next president. There isa 
lurking hope in the minds of republi- 
cans that the south willactimprudently 
there, and thus ensure the victory to 
them.

Commencement and Other Matters. 


ATHEns, June 22, 1876. 

Editors Constitution: People assert 
that the age of chivalry is over. Never 
Was a more egregious mistake made. 
And yeton second thought it would 
be probably best to limit this last state- 
ment. Chivalry in the general accep- 
tation of the term—that old time chiv- 
alry of thought and action,in which 
Bayard and Sydney figured, is extinct,

In this boasted age of progress 
and advancement, when liberty is her- 
alded from every hill, and oratory pro 
claim alouds the freedom of the press 
as the grandest institution of civiliza- 
tion, the voice of the press whose lib- 
erty they vaunt is forever and irreme- 
diably clused, completely gagged, by 
the mistaken sentiment which pre- 
vents a fair and impartial discussion of 
any subject or institution in which a 
lady or ladies may be concerned or 
involyved—which insists that each 
and every participant shall be lauded 
to the skies, which deities every fair 
female in halo of glorious, gorgeous ep- 
ithets and makes a grand apotheosis of 
the whole occasion. This is unfair; it 
is unjust. This is the maudlin fungus 
excressence from ancient chivalry to 
which reference has been made. ‘this 
is the conventional barrier which your 
correspondent proposes to break down, 
and give au impartial, unresérved and 
brief account of the commencement ex- 
ercises of the Lucy Cobb institute. 

It is necessary to pass over briefly the 
tirst two days of the week, in which the 
fresh, sophomore and junior classes are 
sanpanel to have distinguished them- 
selves, both in rhetoric and music, and 
indeed many of them resliy did so in 
both.

The salutatory was delivered in 
French by Miss Susie Milton, of Flori- 
da, wLose pronunciation was clear, cor- 
rect and spirited, and who looked the 
very impersonation of “une belle Pa- 
risienne.” 

Miss Hattie Fowler, of Atlanta, wrote 
on ‘'Woman’s Mission.” Her language 
was chaste, delicate and refined, yet 
withal clear and emphatic in the 
enunciation of woman’s duties and pre- 
rogatives. 

Miss Cora Brown, also of Atlanta,

— Wilkinson county has harvested 
her small grain crop, and we have made 
industrious and diligent enquiry in re- 
gard to the quantity, and are satisfied 
that the county has made over 75,000 
bushels, divided as follows: Wheat 15,- 
000; oats 45,000, and rye 15,000 e 
harvesiing of this crop has relieved 
much of the distress that has prevailed 
this year.

The Railroad Receivership. 
Telegrams to the Constitution. 

RiIcHMOND, June 24.—A bill of com- 
plaint has been filed in the United 
States court praying for the appoint- 
ment of a receiver to administer the 
affairsin Washington city of the Vir- 
ginia Midland and the great Southern 
railroad, formerly known asthe Orange 
and Alexandria railroad. The suit is 
brought by Geo. W. Scott, an Irish gen- 
tleman who lives in New York, and 
who has never been naturalized as a 
citizen of the United States, in behalf 
offhimself and all other creditors of the 
company, and the various corporations 
which said corporation and other par- 
ties claim to be holders of the first and 
second mortgage bonds of the Orange 
and Alexandria railroad company, 
which he sets forth as being past due. 
He also charges that the trustee named 
in the first mortgage, one G. B. Lamar, 
is dead, and that the 
trust created by said deed thereby de- 
volved on George Collins, Esq., of 
Brooklyn, in the state of New York, 
and that Mr. Collins, as soon as he was 
informed of the fact that the trust had 
so devolved on him, refused to accept 
it, so that the plaintiff claims that he 
has the nght to apply to a court of 
equity for relief. 
The bill further cnarges that the Bal- 
timore and Qhio railroad company is 
owner of a large amount of bonds of 
the said corporation, as well as the cap- 
ital stock, but while it permits 
an organization of said company under 
the laws of Virginia, it, in fact, con- 
trols the same, and directs how all the 
revenues of said company shall be dis- 
posed of, and that it so manages and 
directs the same in utter disregard of 
the rights of the plaintiff and others 
similarly situated.
